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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Kramer. 

Kramer teaches in the figures a baby bottle comprising a hollow substantially 
cylindrical container (14), a nipple (20), a handle assembly (32, 26, see marked copy 
figure 1), a sound module (38; col. 3, par. 3) and means for generating sound (44; it 
should be noted that the means for generating of sound of Kramer is an equivalent of 
the claimed means for generating sound, as required by 35 U.S.C. 1 12, sixth 
paragraph). 

Regarding claim 2, Kramer further teaches the closed end is radially enlarged 
relative the remaining container body (fig.1 and 3) 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Dunnum. 

Dunnum teaches in the figures a baby bottle comprising a hollow substantially 
cylindrical container (1), a nipple (15), a handle assembly (17), a sound module (10, 1 1 
and 14; The examiner takes the position that the sound module of Dunnum is capable 
of being removable attached to the handle assembly) and means for generating sound 
(10). 
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Regarding claim 2, Dunnum further teaches the closed end is radially enlarged 
relative the remaining container body (fig.1) 

Regarding claims 3 and 4, Dunnum further teaches the sound module adapted 
to play music and audible educational material (col. 3, par. 2). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 5-7 are allowed. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Hoftman teaches a handle attachment for a baby bottle. Ennis 
teaches a flexible container. Arad et al teaches a simulated baby bottle toy. 
Shteynberg teaches a nursing bottle.
